And if we get no re- 
plies, we will conclude that no 
one in the Brethren Church has 
mind enough to have an opinion 
on educational matters, or is too 
penurious to upend a little time 
and a few cents to give us the 
benefit of that opinion.

The Covering. 

The Covering is a many sided 
subject, and there is more "don't 
know" about it than anything 
else. 

In 1 Cor. 11th chapter, St. 
Paul shows the relation of man 
to woman and woman to man, 
and man to Jeans, and closes his 
argumentation on the snbject by 
saying that the ohnrches of God 
had no customs about the matter 
of a overing. That is to say, 
the church has made no rnles 
about that matter. 

It appears that a satisfactory 
understanding or that subject 
ought to be reached, and we with 
the apostle, believe a woman 
should be marked with tba badge 


of womanhood, especially when 
she prays or prophecies, above 
that custom generally observed 
by men. The custom referred 
to is that men wear abort hair 
and women long. 

Now let us start out with na- 
ture. 

1. It men allow their hair to 
grow, it will be as long as wo- 
men's hair, so there is do differ- 
ence in that respect to start with. 

2. Corinth was a oily which 
was, in the time of the apostles, 
made up of all nations of people 
within easy reach. It was a sort 
of Wall Street and New York 
City. No nationality seemed to 
have a supremacy. 

3. In those days the external 
appearance of the dress of men 
and women was almost or exact- 
ly the same below the head. 

4. The men in authority and 
noble blood in several countries 
wore long hair, and because Cor- 
inth was a city where the fine- 
haired, the fashionable and dudes 
gathered to show oil, many of 
that class of men gathered there. 

Some of those dudes had their 
heads shaven like they do now. 

6, Remember the outward ap- 
pearance of the drees of men and 
women was almost or altogether 
alike. 

7, Some of the dude girls, like 
the dude boys, shaved tbeir heads, 
as some almost do now, and then 
when they went together they 
were dudes together. 

8, Now go into a public assem- 
bly in Corinth. The dress of 
men and women below the bead 
was about the same. There you 
find the long-haired men and 
long haired women, and the 
short haired men and short 
haired women. One gets up to 
pray or prophecy — now how are 
yon going to tell whether it is a 
man or woman. Another gets 
up and prays or preaches. You 
are not able to tell whether the 
person was a man or woman. 
You suppose it wae a woman. 
Then you, being a man, go for- 
ward at the close ot the meeting 
and congratulate her, and ad- 
dress her as a woman, and she 
happens to be a man of nervous 
temperament and delicate fea- 
tures. 

9, Thus it is easily seen that 
in Corinth the only plain badge 
of womanhood was the veil, and 
when she did not wear that she 
did not honor herself. She cenld 
not readily be distinguished from 
men. So if she did not wear a 
veil in Corinth, she might as well 
be shaven, yet it was a disgrace 
according to the custom of the 
society there tor a woman to 
shave her head, because the dude 
girls shaved their heads. 

In the United States women 
wear a different dress from men, 
which is a badge of womanhood 
plain to all, and as there is no 
command of the Lord that wo- 
man should wear something 
special as a religious doty, the 
covering question is wholly a 
matter of choice with the sisters 
in this country. If men and wo- 
men alike wore gowns, then the 
veil should be used by women 
whenever they went where the 
sexes mingled in society ; and if 
they were caught witheut a veil, 
apologize so that men knew they 
were women as they did in an- 
cient times. 


The S. S. C. E.

The last important step taken 
viae to secure articles of inoor 
[■oration. On June 7th a char- 
ter was issued and now steps will 
be taken to perfect the organiza- 
tion as an Incorporated body. 

The articles ot incorporation 
provide that the trustees shall 
not create debts or encumber any 
property of the corporation. It 
is now, therefore, a corporate 
body, and next week the consti- 
tution and revised by-lawi will 
be published for the satisfaction 
ot the St. James convention, and 
the information of the sisters and 
all who are interested in the 
work. 

The constitution hitherto pub- 
lished is about all comprised un- 
der the "By-Laws for branch so- 
cieties." There will be one con- 
stitution for all societies, which 
will contain the articles of incor- 
poration. 

Thus organized, the society 
will be a legal body, and any one 
desiring to make donations and 
bequests can do so with the as- 
surance that their money will be 
given to advance a noble work, 


The St. James Convention. 

The last installment of the St. 
James, Md , convention is print- 
ed on the inside of this number. 
Judging from the report, it was 
a very interesting and successful 
convention. It appears safe to 
judge that no one came there 
with selfish interests at heart to 
demoralize the work, as was the 
case in the general convention 
last fall. Several ot the old 
questions were up for discussion, 
but fortunately no decisions were 
passed upon them. How easy it 
would be to drift into annual 
meeting practices. For instance 
the covering wae one of tbe ques- 
tions, and to pass a motion either 
for or against, or off sideways, 
would not, at first sight, seem to 
be muob out of place ; yet it 
would be doing just what the 
annual meeting did years ago, 
which lead to the present difficul- 
ties. While this meeting great- 
ly strengthened the cause in the 
East, and redounds to the glory 
of Uod, yet it shows how easy it 
is to get along side temptation to 
psss motions which deal with 
doctrines. 

Our very little experience in 
convention work, observation 
and church history hare im- 
pressed upon ub the conclusion 
that it is impossible to maintain 
congregational church govern- 
ment, with one general doctrine 
tor all churches, in the manner 
in which we have commenced. 
We must seek some other system 
of doing business in deliberative 
bodies, or oar principles ot 
church goverment will aot live 
any longer than a controling 
element now in our church lives. 

There must be a departure 
from the methods of the Conser- 
vative church, or eventually the 
Brethren church will be doing 
what it now condemns; and be 
as inconsistent as the German 
Baptists, who claim the Bible 
as tbeir only creed and then 
passed rnles which are made 
tests of fellowship. 


We congratulate the brethren 
ot the St. James convention over 
tbeir successful meeting, and 
hope and pray that the under- 
takings may be carried forward 
to successful completion. Espe- 
cially are we pleased at the move 
made to place Bro. E. B^Shaver, 
of Maurertown, Va., into the 
evangelistic work. He has proven 
himself a very fit man for that 
work. He is humble in character, 
sound in faith end the work be 
does will be well done ; then he 
is not all tbe time sighing for the 
loaves and the fishes. Finally 
brethren press on \n the good 
work, and as you are the first 
to bold a state convention, set ne 
an excellent example through- 
out. 

Yout example in the College 
work is noble. It is not words 
without works in that depart 
ment, and may God help yon to 
maintain this standing through- 
out.

Ont of tbe $20,000 we saw last week 
that some $12,000 had been subscribed. 
But seven thousand is needed right 
away to make the first payment this 
month. Ho all those who bave notes, 
or intend to make donations, please do 
so at once, 

Tbe College will go under a new 
management, and all the new debts 
cancelled in the new purchase. 

Now who will respond r If the 
money to pay tbe first Installment can- 
not be made at once, it will go from 
our grasp, and be forever lost. 

Now do we understand we are uuy- 
the College free of debt for $20,000, of 
which $12,000 or so Is subscribed and 
available, probably in the future. But 
$7,000 la needed at once. Let every 
body come to the rescue. 

The young brethren are nsing every 
means to accomplish tbe purchase.
